DEMANDING THE IMPOSSIBLE 

Germany has been borrowing money in 
the United States to pay reparations, and 
then some, for a matter of seven years or 
more. France, being at the receiving end 
of the transaction, cannot see, or does not 
want to see, that so satisfactory a process 
cannot go on indefinitely. Unfortunately 
for that hope, the Government at Wash- 
ington and the Wall Street bankers take a 
different view; and to observers elsewhere 
it is plain enough that there had to come 
an end to the round-about process of re- 
building France at the expense of the 
United States. 

But before France is accused of blind- 
ness, wilful or other in the matter, it is in 
order to note that that republic has no 
monopoly on defective or perverted vision 
of things economic. Most of the countries 
in the world still cling to the fond delusion 
that they can sell their products in other 
countries without taking anything in ex- 
change but gold, which the prospective 
purchasers haven't got. France demand- 
ing gold from the empiy coffers in Berlin 
is no more remarkable than the spectacle 
of two dozen countries, France l 
trying to get non-existent gold from each 
other in payment for exports.

THE POULTRY SHOW 

Eggs are cheap. Poultry prices have 
receded from the altitudes of former years. 
To the townsman these facts lend personal 
interest to the annual poultry show that is 
being held in the city this week. To him 
the splendid array of birds there will be 
interesting not only as specimens and 
proofs of the breeders’ art and enterprise, 
but as the prime causes of table commodi- 
ties which are within reach of even a de- 
flated purse. 

The poultry business in Alberta is now 
on an export basis. The home market can- 
not consume the output, and eggs, chick- 
ens, turkeys, geese and ducks have been 
going abroad in imposing and increasing 
numbers. Which means that the Alberta 
farmer has turned to poultry raising as 
one way to dispose of his coarse and dam- 
aged grain and to make up some of the 
shortage that low prices have left in his 
revenue from wheat. 

The show is deserving of patronage, 
both in itself and because of the encour- 
agement that can thus be given to the 
farmer to keep up the good work. He 
needs the encouragement, and it is to the 
advantage of the townsfolk that it be 
given to him. Poultry money is a real item 
in the farm income at present, even at the 
depressed prices, and will be a more im- 
portant item in proportion as a steady and 
plentiful supply induces buyers outside the 
province to look here for their require- 
ments. 

Whatever helps the farmer to pull 
through the hard times to a better condi- 
tion is of importance also to Edmonton, 
and deserves the support of Edmonton 
people on both counts. The increased pro- 
duction of eggs and poultry, and the re- 
duced prices, have made better living pos- 
sible to city dwellers, while the added 
business done by the packing plants a 
other dealers has helped to give en 
ment to residents of the city who otherwise 
en without wages. For all 
poultry show is worth a 


of admission. 


THE U. F, A. CONVENTION 

The United Farmers meet this year in 
circumstences unpleasantly similar to 
those of a’ year ago, aggravated in some 
particulars by the passage of time and by 
crop failure in cert sections of the pro- 
vince. That the attendance should be 
record-breaking in these conditions could 
hardly be supposed, but the convention 
may make up in variety of resolutions and 
warmth of discussion what it may lack in 
numbers. 

The year has not been a prosperous one 
for the Alberta farmer, in the association 
or out of it. But neither has it been a pros- 

rous one for the city dweller. He, too, 
had a crop failure, or partial failure, 
in most instances. In practically all cases 
his earnings have been reduced, and in a 
good many cases they have simply vanish- 
ed. If the farmer has managed to hold 
his own, that me joont is more than most 
wage-earners ary-carners in town 
can claim. 

There has been one change in the situ- 
ation of the farmer, brought about largely 

his own initiative, that should be dis- 

ly encouraging to him and everyone 
else. It is being admitted freely that agri- 


n 


culture has gone farther to readjust itself 
to the changed times than manufacturing 
industry, transportation, or general busi- 
ness. The farmer has diversified his pro- 
duction and cut his costs. Instead of rely- 
ing on a single crop he is now bidding for 
the patronage of anyone who wants any- 
thing that can be wn on an Alberta 
farm. And he is producing this wide range 
of commodities at an operating cost away 
below that of previous years. 

If the farmer has not thus put himself 
on Easy street, he has at least put himself 
in a position to benefit through an in- 
creased price for almost any kind of farm 
products. If he is making a living at pre- 
sent, he must make something more than 
a living when the market shows an im- 
provement. A similar benefit would come 
to him automatically from a scaling down 
of the prices of what he has to buy. That 
the one shift or the other must come about 
in the near future appears to be inevitable, 
and in whichever direction the movement 
occurs the farmer's pesition will be im- 
proved by it. 

So if the convention, representing a 
large body of the farmers of the province, 
does not meet in an atmosphere altogether 
rosy, neither is it one altogether dark with 
a prospect of worse to come. Having set 
his affairs in order, so far as he was able 
to do so, the farmer may face the future 
with a growing confidence. He is, very lit- 
erally, working his way out of his difficul- 
ties, and in so doing is contributing his full 
share to re-establish the industry and busi- 
ness of the country.
